Despateh to the Associatad Press,
Advices I'rom Rear-Admirnl Rownan.

Rear-Admiral Rowan, commanding the Asintic
equadron, reports from Hong Kong, under date
of Febroary 18, that affuirs in China, Japan,
Manilla, and Sinm, 8o far as the interests of the
United States are concerned, are satisfactory.
The civil war in Jupan has dragged along slowly
during the summer, and the setting in of winter
compelled the belligerents to go into winter
quarters at the close of the season. Eunnemoto,
illu: Tyeoon’s admiral, acting under orders from
Aidzn, or the Jogangawa family, or on his own
responsibility, took possession of Hakodadi, as
an asylum for those who lnd forfeited their
heads in the revolution, which is thought to be
crushed. It is reported that these fugitives priy
the Mikado to let them remain in peace and they
will be good eltizens.  Ennmoto has lost his last
ship and is powerless.  Aidzn has been severely
punished, but saved his life.

The Tyecoon has given in his adhesion, and it is
hoped Japan will be at peace under the Mikuda's
rule. The Mikado in January last rave an an-
dience at Yeddo to all the forelgn legations, In
a former despateh, reported by the last mail,
Admiral Rowan stated that  an” attack ol
been mude l.‘\' the Chines¢ on an English gun-
bout in the vicinily of Swatoro, and that a force
